New Delhi, the 28th February , 1953 
S . R . O . 80 . - An examination for admission to the Military Wing of the National 
Defence Academy for the 16th Course commencing in January 1954 will be held 
by the Union Public Service Commission at Allahabad , Bombay , Calcutta , Delhi, 
Jullundur , Madras , Nagpur and Patna some time in July 1953. 

2 . Candidates who qualify at the written examination conducted by the Commis 
sion will be required to appear before a Services Selection Board for Interview . 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for entry into the 
Academy as a result of this examination will be 35 . This is only a provisional 
estimate and is, therefore , liable to vary , 


4 . Candidates for admission to this examination must have been born not earlier 
than 2nd January 1933 and not later than 1st January 1936 . These age limits will 
Apply to all the candidates including personnel serving in the Regular or Territorial 
Army. 


These age Jimits can in no case be relaxed , 
5 . A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either be 

( a ) citizen of India , or 
( b ) a subject of Şikkim , or 
( c ) a person who has migrated from Pakistan with the intention of perma 

nently settling down in India , or 
( d ) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or Frer h possession in India . 


NOTE 1 . - The appointment of candidates in categories ( c ) and ( d ) above will be 
subject to the issue of certifcates of eligibility in their favour by the Government 
of India . Certificates of eligibility will not however be necessary in the case of 
candidates belonging to any of the following categories : 
( 1 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pak stan before 19th July 1948 and 

have ordinarily been resident In India since then ; 
( 2 ) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 18th July 1948 bur 

before 30th September 1948 and had got themselves registered as citizens 
within the time allowed ; 
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( 3 ) Gurxha subjects of Nepal; and 
(4 ) Non - citizens who entered service under the Union before the commence 

ment of the Constitution , viz ., 26th January 1950 , and who have conti 
nued in such service since then . Any such persons who re - entered or 
may re - enter such service with a break , after the 26th January 1950 , 

will however require certificates of eligibility in the usual way . 
NOTE 2 . - A widower or a person who has divorced his wife cannot be treated as 
an unmarried male for the purpose of the above rule . 


6 , Candidates should be medically fit in all respects for service in any part 
of the world . The standards of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently on medical grounds. 
Candidates are therefore advised in their own interest to get themselves medically 
examined before applying , to avoid disappointment at the final stage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by the Services Selection 
Board will be medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors. No candidate 
not passed as fit by the Medical Board will be admitted to the Academy. The mere 
fact that the medical examination of a Candidate has been carried out by a Board 
of Service Doctors will not mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
selected . 

7 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until they complete their full training . 
A candidate who marries subsequent to the date of his application , though success 
ful at this or any subsequent examination will not be selected for training and 
a candidate who marries whilst under training shall be discharged and will be liable 
to refund all expenditure incurred on him by the Goverment. 
8 . Candidates must have passed one of the following examinations :- - 
( a ) the Intermediate Examination of a University or Board approved by the 

Parliament or a State Legislature , or an examination recognised by 
such University or Board as equivalent to its Intermediate Exami 

nation ; or 
(b ) the first year examination under the three -year Degree course of the 

Delhi University ; or 
( c ) the Jamia Senior Examination of the Jamia Millia Islamia , Delhi, pro 

vided that the examination has been passed on or after 3rd December , 

1946 ; or 
( d ) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate examination ; or 
( e ) the Cambridge School Certificate examination and thereafter must have 

successfully completed one academic year in a recognised college; or 
( f ) a diploma examination in engineering provided that the examination is 

taken after a course lasting not less than 2 years subsequent to 
Matriculation and provided also that the examination is recognised by 

a State Government for employment under it ; or 
( 8 ) any other examination which may be recognised by the U . P . S . C . as 

equivalent to the above . 
NOTE. — Candidates who have appeared or intend to appear at any of the 
above exam nations may also apply for admission to this examination . The applica 
tions of such candidates will be accepted provisionally and the successful ones at this 
examination wili be required to furnish proof of their having passed that examina 
tion as soon as possible and in any case before they foin the National Defence 
Academy. 

9 . A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service Commission and the 
appointing authority that he is suitable in all respects for admission to the Military 
Wing of the National Defence Academy. 

10 . The decsion of the Union Public Service Commission as to the eligibilty or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination shall be final. 

11 . No, candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless he holds a certi 
ficate of admission from the Union Public Service Commission , 

12 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate or his relations or friends to enlist 
support for his candidature will disqualify him for admission , 
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13 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted to the examination may 
at the discretion of the Union Public Service Commission be limited to such number 
as the Commission may decide. If a limit is imposed and the number of candidates 
exceeds that limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall select from amongst 
the applicants those who shall be admitted to the examination and shall have 
regard in so doing to the suitability of the applicants for admission to the Academy. 

14 . The examination will be conducted by the Union Public Service Commission 
in the manner prescribed in Appendix II. In order to qualify in the written ex 
amination candidates must obtain 33 1 / 3 per cent. of marks in each subject 
(Mathematics I and Mathematics II being reckoned as one subject for this purpose ), 
and 40 per cent. in the aggregate . 

The Union Public Service Commission may, after considering the results of 
the written examination , alter the percentages of qualifying marks, if they consider 
It necessary to do so . 

15 . The Union Public Service Commission shall prepare a list of candidates la 
order of their merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to cach candi 
date at the written examination . The candidates who obtain qualifying marks at 
the written examination shall appear before a Services Selection Board . The maxi 
mum number of marks obtainable at the Services Selection Board Interview will 
be 900 . In order to qualify in the interview candidates must obtain not less than 
360 marks. Candidates to be acceptable should secure the minimum qualifying marks 
both in the written examination and Services Selcction Board interview . Subject 
to this condition , they will then be placed in the order of merit on the basis of the 
total marks secured . The final selection for admission to the National Defence 
Arademy will be made in order of merit upto the number of vacancies available . 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection Boards , and undergo the 
tests thereat , at their own risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensation 
or other relief from Government in respect of any injury which they may suslain 
in the course of or as a result of any of the tests given to them at a Services Selection 
Board , whether due to the negligence of any person or otherwise. Candidates 
(parents or guardians in the case of candidates who are minors ) will be required to 
sign a certificate to this effect on the form appended to the application . 

16 . Candidates when called up or interview by a Services Selection Board or 
for subsequent training will be eligible for TA , in accordance with the rules then 
in force . Candidates who have previously been before a Services Selection Board 
for the same type of Commission are not entitled to T . A . on subsequent occasions, 

17 . Before the candidate joins the Academy, the parent or guardian will be 
required to sign : 
( a ) a certifcate to the effect that he fully understands that he or his son /ward 

shall not be enu tled to claim any compensation or other relief from the 
Government in respect of any injury which his son /ward may sustain in 
the course of or as a result of the training to be undergone by him at 

the Academy, whether due to the negligence of any person or otherwise ; 
(b ) a bond to the cffect that , if for any reasons considered within the control 

of the candidate , he w shes to withdraw before the completion of the 
course , or fails to accept a commission if offered , he will be liable to 
refund the whole or such portion of the cost of tution , food , clothing 
and pay and allowances received , as may be decided upon by Govern 

ment ; 
18 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a course of training upto two years 
at the Military Wing of the National Defence Academy, Candidates will be en . 
rolled under the Army Act as gentlemen cadets . Gentlemen cadets will be 
dealt with for ordinary disciplinary purposes under the rules and regulations of 
the Academy. 

19 . While the cost of training including accommodation , books, uniforms, boarding 
and medical treatment, will be borne by Governinent, candidates will be expected 
to meet their pocket expenses themselves . The minimum cxpenses at the Academy 
are not likely to exceed Rs. 40 per mensem , Where cadets parents or guardians 
are unable to meet wholly or partly , even this expenditure, financial assistance 
may be granted by tho Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
Income of Rs. 300 per mensem or above would be eligible for the grant of the 
financial assistance . 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assistance should immediately after 
being finally selected for training at the Academy, submit an application through 
the District Magistrate of his District who will with his recommendation forward 
the application to the Ministry of Defence, Government of India .

20 , An outfit allowance at the rates and under the general conditions applicable 
at the time for each cadet belonging to the Military Wing will be placed at the 
disposal of the Commandant of the Training Institution , The unexpended portion 
of this allowance will be: 

( 1) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a commission ; or 

( ii) If he is not granted a commission , refunded to the State . 
On being granted a commission , articles of clothing and necessaries purchased 
from this allowance shall become the personal property of the cadet. Such articles 
will, however , be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training or 
who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. The articles withdrawn 
will be disposed of to the best advantage of the State , 

21 , No candidate will normally be permitted to resign whilst under training . 
A civilian candidate who is not considered suitable to complete the full course of 
training may with the permission of the Army Headquarters be discharged . An 
Army candidate under these circumstances will be reverted to his Regiment or 
Corps . 

22 . Commissions will be granted only on successful completion of training . The 
date of commission will be that following the date of successful completion of 
training. Commissions will be permanent. 

23 . Pay and allowances , pension , leave and other conditions of service after the 
grant of commission , will be identical with those applicable from time to time to 
regular officers of the Army.

APPENDIX I 
PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE NATIONAL DEFENCE 

(MILITARY WING ) 
1 . To be passed as fit for a commission in the Regular Army a candidate must be 
in good mental and bodily health , and free from any physical defect likely to interfere 
with the efficient performance of milltary duty . 

2. The minimum acceptable height for a candidate is 62 inches , except in the case 
of Gorkha, Nepalese , Assamese and Garhwall candidates in whose case the height 
in co - relation table may be reduced by 2 " . 

The co -relation of age, height, chest girth and weight will not be less than those 
given in the following table : -

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3 . The candidate s height will be measured as follows: 

He will be placed against the standard with his feet together , and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or outer sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves , buttocks and shoulders touching the 
standard; the chin will be depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under the 
horizontal bar , and the height will be recorded in inches and parts of an inch to 
quarters . 

4 , The candidate s chest will be measured as follows : 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together , and to raise his arms over 
his head . The tape will be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 
the interior angles of the shoulder -blades behind , and its lower edge the upper 
part of the nipples in front. The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely by the 
side , and care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or back 
wards so as to displace the tape. The candidate will then be directed to take a 
deep inspiration several times and the maximum expansion of the chest will be 
carefully noted , 

The minimum and maximum will then be recorded thus in inches ca. etc. 

In recording the measurements, fractions of less than half an inch should not 
be noted . 

5 The candidate will also be weighed , and his weight recorded in pounds . 
Fractions of a pound should not be noted . 

6 . The visual acuity of every candidate will be assessed under one of the three 
standards detailed below : standard III represents the minimum consonant with fitness 
for acceptance. The examination for determining the acuteness of vision includes 
two tests ; one for distant the other for near vision . The Army test types will be 
used for the test for distant vision , without glasses at a distance of 20 feet, and for 
the test for near vision without glasses at any distance selected by the candidate .

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7 . The following additional points will then be observed : 

( a ) That his hearing is good and there is no sign of ear disease . 
( b ) That his speech is without impediment. 
(c ) That his teeth are in good order . He must have 10 sound teeth in the 

upper jaw functionally opposed to 10 sound teeth in the lower jaw . 
Two of these teeth in each jaw must be molars . Well Alled teeth will 

be considered as sound . 
(d ) That his chest is well formed and that his lungs and heart are sound. 
(e ) That he is not ruptured. 
( f) That he does not suffer from a severe degree of varicocele " or varicose 

veins. A candidate who has been successfully operated on will be 

accepted . 
(f ) That his limbs are well formed and developed .

The Paper will be divided into two parts :

Indian History . Broad outlinę knowledge of Indian History . Knowledge of 
India s ancient culture and civilization as disclosed by monuments , ancient buildings 
and masterpieces of literature. Growth of self- government. Mala stages in the 
national movement leading to Independence . 

World History Elementary knowledge of major events in world history , 
Reforms or national movements such as represented by the French Revolution , 
Industrial Revolution in the U . K ., the American War of Independence , the foundation 
of U . S . S . R ., World Wars I and II, Modern freedom movements in Asia .

The Geography of India with special reference to the above. 
MATHEMATICS I 


Arithmetic , Candidates should be familiar with the British Metric and Indian 
systems of weights and measures and with the monetary systems of pounds, shillings 
and pence ; rupees , annas and ples . 

Unitary method , vulgar and decimal fraction and the extraction of square roots ; 
proportion and proportional parts ; calculation of averages ; percentage, simple and 
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compound interest ; profit and loss ; stocks and shares . Elementary mensuration , 
Candidates will be required to know simple formulæ for determining volumes and 
areas associated with the rectangular block , the circular cylinder, and the sphere . 

Candidates may be required to give results to a specified degree of approxima 
tion , but the use of contracted methods of multiplication and division is not 
essential ; the use of logarithms will be allowed unless forbidden in certain questions . 
MATHEMATICS II 

Algebra . - Elementary algebraic operations, formule expressing arithmetical 
generalisation ; change of subject of a formula , factors, fractions. The use of 
fractional and negative indices and the elementary theory of logarithms. Solution 
of linear equations involving not more than two unknowns and quadratic equations 
involving only one unknown ; the solution of simultaneous equation , one linear and 
one quadratic, involving two unknowns; and simple problems leading to such 
equations . The use of the remainder theorem , ratio and proportion ; variation . 
Graphs and their simple applications. 

NOTE . - - In all calculations candidates will be permitted to use logarithmic tables , 

Geometry . -- The paper in Geometry will contain questions on Practical and 
Theoretical Geometry. 

The question on Practical Geometry will be set on the constructions contained 
in Schedule A , together with easy extensions of them . In cases where the validity 
of a construction is not obvious, the reasoning by which it is justified may be 
required . Every candidate must provide himself with a ruler graduated in inches 
and tenths of an inch , and in centimetres and millimetres , a set square, a protractor, 
compasses , and a fairly hard pencil . All figures must be drawn accurately and 
distinctly . Questions may be set in which the use of the set square or of the 
protractor is forbidden , 

The questions on Theoretical Geometry will consist of theorems contained in 
Schedule B , together with questions upon these theorems, easy deductions from 
them , and arithmetical illustrations. Any proof of a proposition will be accepted 
which appears to the examiners to form part of a systematic treatment of the 
subiect; the order in which the theorems are stated in Schedule B is not imposed as 
a sequence of their treatment. In the proof of theorems and deductions from 
them , the use of hypothetical constructions will be permitted , 

Questions will be set on Schedules A (1) , A ( 11 ) , A (Ill ) and B ( 1) , B ( 11) , 
B (11 ). The use of algebraical symbols and (in the solution of riders ) of trigono 
metrical ratios is permitted .

* two triangles have two angles of the one equal to two angles of the other , 
each to each , and also one side of the one equal to the corresponding side of the 
other , the triangles are congruent. 

If two sides of a triangle are equal, the angles opposite to these sides are equal, 
and the converse . 

* If two triangles have the three sides of the one equal to the three sides of 
the other , each to each , the triangles are congruent, 

* If two right angled triangles have their hypotenuses equal, and one side of 
the one equal to one side of the other , the triangles are congruent. 

* If two sides of a triangle are unequal, the greater side has the greater angle 
opposite to it ; and * the converse . 

* Of all the straight lines that can be drawn to a given straight line from a 
given point outside it , the perpendicular is the shortest. 

The opposite sides and angles of a parallelogram are equal, each diagonal 
bisects the parallelogram , and the diagonals bisect each other . 

If a pair of opposite sides of a quadrilateral are equal and parallel , it is a 
parallelogram , 

The straight line drawn through the middle point of one side of a triangle 
parallel to another side bisects the third side. 

The straight une joining the middle points of two sides of a triangle is parallel 
to the third side, and equal to one half of it , 

If there are three or more parallel straight lines, and the intercepts made by 
then , on any straight line that cuts them are equal, then the corresponding intercepts 
on any other straight line that cuts them are also equal, 
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B ( li) 

Areas 
Parallclograms on the same base and of the same altitude are equal in area . 

Corollary . The area of a parallelogram is equal to the area of a rectangle on 
the same base and of the same altitude, 

Parallelograms on equal bases and of the same altitude are equal in area . 
Triangles on the same or equal bases and of the same altitude are equal in area . 
" Equal triangles on the same or equal bases are of the same altitude . 

In a right- angled triangle , the square described on the hypotenuse is equal to 
the sum of the square described on the sides containing the right angle ; and the 
converse . 

Loct. - The locus of a point which is equidistant from two fixed points is the 
perpendicular bisector of the straight linę joining the two fixed points . 

The locus of a point which is equidistant from two intersecting straight lines 
consists of the pair of straight lines which bisect the angles between the two given 
lines. 

The Circle . — A straight line drawn from the centre of a circle to bisect a chord 
which is not a diameter , is at right angles to the chord ; conversely , the perpendi 
cular to a chord from the centre bisccts the chord . 

* There is one circle , and one only , which passes through three given points not 
in a straight line . 

Equal chords of a circle are equidistant from the centre ; and the converse . 

* The tangent at any point of a circle and the radius through the point are 
perpendicular to each other, 

If two circles touch , the point of contact lies on the straight line through the 
centres . 

The angle which an arc of a circle subtends at the centre is double that which 
it subtends at any point on the remaining part of the circumference , 

Angles in the same segment of a circle are equal, and if the line joining two 
points subtends equal angles at two other points on the same side of it, the four 
points lle on a circle . 

The angle in a semicircle is a right angle. 

The circle described on the hypotenuse of a rightangled triangle as diameter 
passes through the opposite vertex , 

The opposite angles of any quadrilateral inscribed in a circle are supplementary : 
and the converse . 


B (lil) 
Areas , -- The square on a side of a triangle is greater or less than the sum of 
the squares on the other two sides , according as the angle contained by those sides 
is obtuse or acute. The difference is twice the rectangle contained by one of the 
two sides and the projection on it of the other . 

In any triangle , the sum of the squares on any two sides is equal to twice 
the square on half the third side together with twice the square on the median 
which bisects the third side. 

The Circle . -- In equal circles or in the same circle 

( i) if two arcs subtend equal angles at the centres, they are equal; (11) con 
versely , if two arcs are equal, they subtend equal angles at the centre . 

In equal circles or in the same circle " (i) If two chords are equal, they cut off 
equal arcs ; (11 ) conversely if two arcs are equal, the chords of the arcs are equal. 

If a straight line touches a circle , and from the point of contact a chord be 
drawn , the angles which this chord makes with the tangent are equal to the angles 
in the alternate segments . 

It two chords of a circle Intersect either inside or outside the circle the rectangle 
contained by the parts of the one is equal to the rectangle contained by the parts 
of tho other , 
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Proportion : Similar Triangles 
(Proofs which are applicable on .y to commensurable magnitudes will be 
accepted .) 

If a straight line is drawn parallel to one side of a triangle , the other two sides 
are divided proportionally ; and the converse . 

* If two triangles are equiangular their corresponding sides are proportional and 
* the converse. 

* If two triangles have one angle of the one equal to one angle of the other and 
the sides about these egual angles proportional, the triangles are similar , 

If a perpendicular is drawn from the right angle of a right-angled triangle to 
the hypotenuse, the triangles on each side of the perpendicular are similar to the 
whole triangle and to each other . 

The internal bisector of an angle of a triangle divides the opposite side inter 
nally in the ratio of the sides containing the angle , and likewise the external 
bisector externally . 

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to the ratio of the squares 
on corresponding sides .

( 2 ) The enclosed application form must be Alled up in the candidate s own 
handwriting , and all answers must be given in words and not by dashes or dots . 

The application form should be submitted direct to the Secretary , Union Public 
Service Commission , Dholpur House , Post Box No . 186 , New Delhi. A candidate 
already in Government service , whether in a permanent or temporary capacity , 
must submit his application through the Head of the Department or office concerned , 
and a candidate serving in the Armed Forces must submit his application through 
his Commanding Officer , who , if he considers the candidate eligible , will forward 
It to the Union Public Service Commission with his recommendation , vide Section C 
of the application form .

If the Matr culation or equivalent certifcate has not been issued to a candidate , 
he should submit along with his application an age certiAcate from the Headmaster 
of the School from where he appeared in the Matriculation or equivalent Examina 
tion . Such a candidate will be required to submit hi s original Matriculation or 
equivalent CertiAcate before he is admitted to the National Defence Academy. Ile 
will he disqualified if alter on it is found that the date of birth claimed by him in 
the application differs from that entered in his Matriculation or equivalent certificate 
unless the discrepancy is explained to the satisfaction of the Union Public Service 
Commission . 


NOTE 1. - A transfer certificate from a school or college will not be accepted as 
evidence of age. 

NOTE 2 . - The age and nationality certificate issued by some Ştate authorities is 
not required . 

NOTE 3 . - Displaced persons who have lost their or ginal Matriculation Certi 
Acates in Pakistan should obtain duplicate certificates from the University concerned . 
If they are unable to obtain the duplicate Matriculation Certificate from the Uni 
versity , they should submit extracts from the University Gazette in which their 
results were published showing their date of birth and certihed by the Registrar 
or the Headmaster . 

NOTE 4 . - Ordinarily the Commission do not accept a date of birth other than 
that proved or supported by the Matriculation Certifrate . If they do so they 
require not only convincing proof of the date claimed but also a satisfactory explana 
tion of the incorrect entry in the Matriculation Certificate . When once a date of

Candidates are advised to keep attested copies of their original certificates with

S . R . O . 81. The following bye -laws for regulating the disposal of manure for 
the purpose of sanitation and prevention of diseases in the Aurangabad Cantonment 
made by the Cantonment Board , Aurangabad , in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (28 ) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 
1924 ) , are published for general Information , the same having been previously 
published approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub 
section ( 1 ) of section 284 of the said Act, namely : 


Bye-laws for regulating the disposal of manure in the Aurangabad Cantonment. 

1. In these Bye -laws unless the context otherwise requires Manure means and 
includes animal droppings, refuse, house sweepings, ashes , uneaten fodder , residue, 
Alth or rubbish of any kind except such quantities of cow dung as may be required 
by a family for the purpose of religious ceremonies and festivals or plastering of 
floors, walls and other parts of buildings. 


2 . The occupier of every bullding in the Aurangabad Cantonment shall make 
arrangements to collect manure in the building and have it removed to the nearest 
refuse depot provided by the Cantonment Board for the purpose . 

3 . Any person who removes manure from a building shall deposit the same in 
the nearest refuse depot and shall not dump it anywhere else . 

4 . Any person who contravenes the provisions of bye -law 2 or bye -law 3 shall 
on conviction by a magistrate be liable to be punished with fine which may extend 
to twenty five rupees and if the contravention is a continuing contravention with 
a further fine which may extend to four rupees for every day during which such 
contravention continues after conviction for the first contravention .
